PRINCIPAL ASSESSOR 
AT WORK 

Mr, Frank Walters, principal as- 
sessor for the Town of Wilming- 
ton has spent a busy week work- 
ing in the Middlesex Northern Dis- 
trict. Registry, in Lowell, in the 
;Land Court in Boston, and in the 
office of Tax Commissioner Long, 
in the initial effort to recover for 
the Town of Wilmington the right 
to receive tax money from land 
which is now, or has been for a 
long time, dormant and non-paying. 

Certain lots of land were taken by 
the town,’ in tax titles, in 1948,\in 
which due to a combination of cir- 
cumstances, such as assessment to 
the wrong person, incorrect adver- 
tising, duplicate takings, etc, the 
ultimate result was an illegal seiz~ 
ure of land. 

This opinion, which Mr. Walters 
has evolved after studying the re- 
cords and circumstances, has been 
concurred in by the Town Counsel 
Mr, Philip B. Buzzell, Tax Com- 
missioner Henry Long and his 
deputy, Edward C. Wilson have also 
concurred, and they have agreed to 
the corrective measure proposed by 
Mr. Walters. 

In the original taking on one oc- 
casion of tax title land, many of the 
parcels which were described were 
complicated, and full of errors, The 
office of the Tax Commissioner first 
proposed that Wilmington’s asses- 
sors correct these errors, as to 
‘blocks, but after Mr. Walters had 
shown the many difficulties in this 
program, a sabsequent procedure 
suggested was to disclaim the en- 
tire parcels of land, where so many 
errors had been made, and that the 
town should re-advertise and retake 
the land. 

In case this sounds simple, your 
reporter can truthfully state that in 
one parcel, the description of which 
he has seen, 178 lots of land were 
described, and of these 29 were in 
error, some of them being improp- 
lerly and wrongfully taken im the 
first place. 

‘An eminent legal authority, who 
lknows the circumstances of this 
|case has stated that there is enough 
work here to keep six lawyers 
|busy in order to get the matter 
straightened out. 
| Wilmington officials are all co- 
loperating, under the direction of 
TM Cushing, in an effort to correct 
| defective tax titles, and to foreclose 
\the rights of redemption, so that 
the town will acquire absolute title 
lin the many parcels of land held 
titles.

“In the majority of the stations of the B&M RR there is 
a landing platform, for the passenger's benefit, which brings 
them within a reasonable distance of the first step of the 
railroad coach. Even with this landing platform, the distance 
to the first step is somewhere in the neighborhood of ten 
inches, and the railroad recognizes this by always having a 
conductor or other employee at each end of each coach, to 
assist the passengers getting off. 

North Wilmington Station does not have a platform. The 
distance to the first sjep is approximately 18 inches. The 
North Wilmington commuter gets up in the morning, runs 
around the house three times, and then practices standing 
high jumps for five minutes. Only then does he feel that it is 
Re to try to get on the train.
